REQUIREMENTS REGARDING "B" VISAS FOR 
PERMANENT OBSERVERS 

(CT:VISA-2103; 05-06-2014) 

Observer Missions are required to notify the United States IMission to the United 
Nations (USUN) of visa requests for all Observer Mission personnel and their 
dependents. Upon proper notification, USUN will cable the action post when the 
applicant plans to apply. Posts that receive visa requests directly from, or on 
behalf of. Observer Mission personnel who are not otherwise classifiable for "A", 
"G", "C-2", "C-3", NATO, or Diplomatic (Courtesy) visas, should contact the USUN 
Visa Unit to seek confirmation of the requester's status. Notification may be made 
by unclassified e-mail to USUNHC-VISA@state.gov.
